Major 
Bromley, who was faid to have fallen in the affault of 
Aboukir, was well with the Grand Vizier. 
The Countefs of Elgin laft week prefented to her 
Majefty two beautiful fans, and feveral Oriental curiosi- 
ties, brought over from India by the Hon. Mr Bruce : 
The fans are made of the Jeaf of a tree, and are fo larye, 
that, when ufed, they caufe the pictures in a room to 
fhake. 

A letter from Canterbury, dated Sunday, fays, the 
fall of fnow has been véry great in this neighbourhood, 
and fo much drifted in many places, as to render the 
roads impaffable ; the Dover mail, which frequently 
arrives in two hours from “Dover, with great difficulty 
reached this city laft night, being laid up for fome time 
on Barham Downs.

THE KIN PREVOT. 


Jean_Pasvort, a young Frenchman, apparently un- 
der twenty years of age, was tried for the wilful mur- 
der of James Wilcox, Captain of the Lady Shore tranf- 
port fhip, in which the defendant was a mariner, on the 
i(t of Augult lait, by giving him a wound on the neck 
three inches in depth, and one with a bayoner in the 
fide, of which he died the next day, Auguft 2, and 
was afterwards thrown into the fea. 

After the café had been opened in the ufua! manzer, 
Mr Mincuin was the firft evidence called, who de- 
pofed that on the r{t of Auguft laft, he commanded the 
troops an board the Lady Shore tranfport thip, carrying 
conviéts, &c. and bound firft to Rio Jan@iro, and thence 
to Botany Bay. ‘Phat on the above-mentioned day, 
being off Cape Frioul, about a quarter paft four o’clock 
in the morning, while in bed in the gun-room, he heard 
a great noife and difturbance a-head. This induced 
him to proceed to the hatchway, which he found faften- 
ed down, and faw the Captain at the bottom of it wel- 
tering in his blood. After afking him what was the 
matter ; and hearing no anfwer, he carried him to his 
own bed, where he faw his wounds dreffed by the fur- 
geon. The Captain faid, that when he heard the noife 
a-head, he ran out, and coming to the ladder next the 
hatchway, he felca wound from a bayonet in the breaft ; 
and proceeding a little farther, was met by French Jack, 
(the name by which the prifoner was known on board,) 
who {tabbed him with a bayonet in the neck. ‘Ass foon 
as it was light, this witnefs went out, and faw the prifon- 
er ftanding centinel on the hatchway with a brace of 
piftols at his fide, a cutlafs in his haad, and on his head 
the hat which Captain Wilcox vufually wore when on 
board. The officers were confided in the great cabia 
between decks, and there was no other pailage to the 
main deck but through thé hatchway. ‘The body of the 
deceafed was .foon afterwards thrown into the fea by 
the mutineers, ‘The witnefs remained for fifteen’ days 
afterwards on board, during. which time the prifoner 
was often centine] on the hatchway, was always active 
in the mutiny, and had frequently boalted to an Irifh- 
man, in his hearing, that this was not the firft mutiny 
he was concerned in, that he had done for Captain Wil- 
cox, and that he was not the firft man whom he had 
affatinated. This declaration was made in the Englith 
language. After an interval of fifteen days, the officers 
and others, whom the mutineers kept as prifoners, were 
put into the loag boat about feven o’clock in the even- 
ing, and Janded at Port Pietro, in the Brazils. After 
which the mutineers continued their voyage, detaining 
the furgeon, whom he underftood to have remained a 
prifoner with the Spaniards, and not to have figce re- 
turned to England, He'then defcribed that the wounds, 
which he confidered to be the caufe of Capt. Wilcox’s 
death, to be one in the neck of the depth of three inches, 
and another in his breaft one inch depth. While the 
Captain was on the point of diilalution, and convinced 
that his wounds were mortal, he had frequent converfa- 
tions with him, in which he uniformly declarea, that he 
received that in the neck by French Jack, the prifoner.

Feancis Hucues, the wife of a ferjeant on board, 
and was awakened by the difturbance, which fo frighten- 
ed her, that fhe was not fure of her life. The prifon- 
er came up to her and Mrs Kelly, a convict, who was 
near her, with the Captain’s hat upon his head, ex- 
claiming in“Englifh, “ the b—r, I have finifhed him.” 
‘Joun Baptista pe Scora,another Frenchinan, was 
alio a feaman on board, and aileep in the forecaftle at 
the time the difturbance began, He was awakened by 
a female conviét that lay near him, and in the fear of 
being killed, went aloft’ together with his comrade, 
where they remained for about an hour,. during which 
time a could not diftinguifh the perfons who were 
fo turbulent below. Being ordered to come down, 
they found the mw:ineers in poffeffion of the thip, and 
taking a gun which they pointed down the hatchway. 
The Englith officers were confined in the main cabin, 
aod he had heard the prifoner, who was active amongtt 
the mutineers, boaft that it was he who had ftabbed the 
Captain with a bayonet. ‘They obliged the witnefs and 
his comrade to do the duty of feamen as before. 

Here clofed the evidence for the profecution. - 

_ Prevor, in his defence, faid, that about four o’clock 
tn the morning of the firft of Augult, he came upon 
deck, to take his turn on the watch, when he found 
all the other Frenchmen in arms, who afked him if he 
would do as they didy adding, that they would kill him 
if he refufed. Being thus compelled to acquiefce, he 
was ordered to afi in covering the hatchways, over 
which they placed him centinel. When the Englith 
were all under hatches, they gave him piftols, a cutlafs, 
and the hat that belonged to the Captain. They then 
made a law amongit themfelves, that any one who con- 
veyed arms to the Englith fhould be put to death, and 
Captain Minchin ordered the troops to deliver up their 
arms to the mutineers, After this they lowered the 


queft, and then proceeded on their voyage to Monte Vi- 
deo, He faid he had. no more to add than to proteft, 
that he was wholly innocent of the murder. 

Mr Mincutn being again called up, ftated, that the 
prifoner, with about 1§ other French emigrants, enlifted 
voluntarily on board the Lady Shore at Falmouth. All 
thefe Frenchmen mutinied off the coatt of Spanifh A- 
merica, and were joined by one or two Englifh, and 
fome Lrifhmen.. 

Lord Expen then addreffed the jury, obferving that 
though the declaration of another perfon could not ge- 
nerally be taken in cafes of this kind, yet the law allow- 
ed it to be competent evidence, when made by one who 
was fenfible of approaching diffolution, and that he mutt 
be foon anfwerable in another world for any mifcondug 
he might be guilty ofin this. —Of that defcription was the 
declaration of Captain Wilcox, ineulpating the prifoner, 
as had been depofed by feveral unimpeached and ,credi- 
ble witneffes. In addition to this, they had alfo the fre- 
quent admiflions of the prifoner himfelf, who feemed to 
make a merit of his atrocious conduét. Had this been 
a mutiny of all Englifhmen to take poffeilion of the thip 
and that in the execution of their project a murder had 
been committed, the queftion would be a hort one: For 
there could be no doubt but all muft be equally impli- 
cated, to whomfoever the hands might belong that had 
actually accomplithed it. Here, however, it was a mu- 
tiny of Frenchmen, aided by one or two Englith, and 
fome Irithmen ; but Mr Minchin’s teltimony thewed

HIGH COURT OF JUSTICIARY, 

Monday came ‘on before the High Court of Jutti- 
ciary, the trial of Fames Davidfon, late a gentleman’s 
fervant, accufed of picking the locks of drawers in dif- 
ne a public houfes, and {tealing therefrom fundry ar- 
ticies. 

The libel was reftrited to an arbitrary punifhmerit. 
Two other gentlemens fervants, Mitchel and Suther- 
land, were ftated to have been accomplices with the 
prifoner when the robberies were committed. Mitchel 
had abfeonded, and Sutherland turned King’s evidence, 
and was the principal witnefs on. this trial, and fwore 
to the different aéts of theft libelled. The perfons in 
whofe families the prifoner had been fervant appeared 
as witnefles to his character, and gave him an excellent 
one. The Soriciror Generar addrefled the Jury 
with great ability for the Crown, as did Mr Boys, 
in a very able manner, for the prisoner: The Lorp 
Justice Crerx fummed up the evidence with his ufaat 
accuracy.—The Jury returned theif verd'<t on Tuefday, 
finding, by a plurality of voices, the libel Not Proven, 


{ and the prifoner was difmifled from the bar, after a very 


fuitable exhortation from the Lorp Justice Curr: 

After Davidfon had -retired, Davin Hunrer, ac- 
cufed of murder, was put to the bar, but on account of 
the importance of the cafe, viz. Whether 4 lay with 
the Court ora Jury to determine on the plea of infanity 
offered as a defence on the part of Hunter, the Court 
ordered informations, and delayed the further proceed- 
ings till’ the zorh of January next. 

‘Thereaffer, the Court took into. confideration the 
cafe of Wittiam Munro, late poft-runner between 
Wick and Tharfo. Monro was tried before the Cir- 
cuit Court of Invernefs, for ftealing letters out of the 
bag intrufted to his care, as runner betweea Wick and 
Thurfo. A verdict was returned by the Jury, finding, 
“ that four letrers had been abftra&ted at the time ]i- 
belled.” The pannel’s Counfel contended, no fentence 
could pafs on teh'é verdict. Lord Meruven, who 


}tried Munro, certified the caufe’to'the High Court of 


Julticiary. His Lerdthip baving reported the whole 
proceedings, and the Lor» Apvocars ard Mr. Bur- 
wet being heard for the Crown, and Mr J. P. Grant 
for the pannel, the Conrt were unanimou(ly of opinion; 
that no panifhment could follow on fuch a verdict, as it 
wanted the eflential words of the indi€tment, which 


‘| conftituted the crime, viz. “ felonioufly ftealing or ab- 


ftraéting.” Munro was therefore difmifled, /mpliciter 
from the. bar. '
